“I was proud to get my first cap, 
but obviously disappointed with the 
result.” 

Lallana added: “I had a couple of 
chances first half. I felt I snatched 
especially at the second one.

I think it 
might have taken a deflection - it 
was possibly creeping in the bottom 
corner. 

“I gave it everything and got 
through 75 minutes and was obvi¬ 
ously delighted to represent my 
country. I hope it is not the last 
time.” 

Lallana added: “We will analyse 
the game now and see where we 
can improve on in the next game, 
because we do not want to lose two 
games in a row here.” 

Rodriguez was deployed on the 
left of a front three. 

The 24-year-old also felt it was an 
occasion to savour, despite the dis¬ 
appointing final outcome. 

“It is an unbelievable experience - 
even singing the national anthems,” 
he said. “I couldn’t believe it when I 
found out I was starting. Obviously it 
is what I have always wanted. 

“It is just disappointing we didn’t 
get the result.

At what point do you dare to dream? 

That should be the question on every 
Saints fan’s lips right now.

I COULDN’T let this week go without 
mentioning a breath-taking piece of 
hypocrisy from former Southampton 
and England manager Glenn Hoddle 
in an article for website bleacherre- 
port.com. 

In it Hoddle bemoans the lack of flair 
players in the England set up and how 
Adama Lallana is a breath of fresh air. 

He states: “I’m truly mystified why it 
has taken Adam Lallana so long to 
break in to the England set-up. It 
leaves me wondering whether it is 
symptomatic of a lingering belief that 
English football still doesn’t trust the 
truly gifted individual. He has always 
had the talent. So why has he had to 
wait so long for his chance?” 

This is the same Hoddle who 
ignored one of the most naturally gift¬ 
ed players of the last 20 years.

I can understand why managers 
wimp out when it comes to flair play-

The media place such pressure on 
managers, especially England man¬ 
agers, that the slightest stumble and 
they rip any decision he makes apart. 

Luxury players are, sadly, just that - 
a luxury. 

Great when they work and the first 
to be discarded when something goes 
wrong, so I do understand why they 
don’t get picked. 

But for a player like Hoddle, who 
should have got so many more 
England caps than he did, to then 
ignore a player like Le Tissier is just 
unforgivable. 

To do that and then have the sheer 
nerve to criticise the current England 
regime for taking so long to pick this 
generation’s Le Tissier goes beyond 
hypocritical... 

It exposes a gigantic personality 
flaw, as being someone that cannot 
deal with players that he perceives as 
possibly being better than him and 
subconsciously derailing their 
chances. 

Hoddle was a great player, of that 
there’s no doubt. 

But he is an egotistical human being 
with no man management skills what¬ 
soever. 

I will never forgive him for the way 
he treated Saints’ greatest ever play¬ 
er. 
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AS Cristiano Ronaldo stood there 
saluting the crowd following the first 
of his three goals against Seville, there 
was little doubt amongst those at the 
Santiago Bernebau that they were 
watching the best player in the world. 

His salute was a reference to Sepp Blatter, 
who had some less than flattering things to 
say about the Portuguese revelation, pro¬ 
claiming his allegiance to a certain diminu¬ 
tive Argentinian. 

Ronaldo would follow that hat-trick up 
with another against Real Sociedad, his 19th 
in a stupendous four-year spell at the club. 

In any other generation Ronaldo would’ve 
been hailed as the best player in the world, 
receiving the glory and accolades that 
accompany such a title. 

As it stands, he’s won the title just once, 
back in 2008. 

Since then Lionel Messi has become the 
sole-owner of the Ballon d’Or, with the 
nearest challengers unable to take it from 
him. 

But after four years his grip is finally loos¬ 
ening, as Franck Ribery and Ronaldo await 
their chance. Ribery has already claimed 
the European Footballer of the year, but 
there remains a case that he is taking the 
plaudits for the exploits of Bayern Munich 
rather than his individual brilliance. 

There is no doubt as to the Frenchman’s 
ability to change a game, but when matched 
up against Messi and Ronaldo, he remains 
some way behind. 

With Messi out for the rest of the year 


Ronaldo’s penchant for the flashier things 
in life count against him. Messi is the 
poster-boy for the modern game and despite 
his current legal wrangles, his reputation 
remains untarnished. 

But what of Ronaldo, pictured above, 
then? He has been nothing less than perfect 
in his professionalism. Is that not a worthy 
enough image to get behind? 

Pushing aside the petulant temper 
tantrums he is prone to, he is an example to 
all aspiring footballers. 

His unrivalled work ethic goes to show 
that if you show the utmost commitment to 
yourself, then you may just make it to the 
top. 

He is a footballer that delivers over and 
over. He treats his body as a shrine and as 
such he is hardly ever beset by injuries. 

While Messi possesses a great deal of these 
traits, his recent spate of injuries must sure¬ 
ly count against him when the votes are tal¬ 
lied. 

It is a debate that will rage on no matter 
the outcome of this year’s vote. 

Cast as arch-nemesis across an increas¬ 
ingly hostile divide, both players deserve 
their place amongst the greats. 

Perhaps it is a pointless comparison and 
we should rather just enjoy watching these 
greats in their prime. 

It is inherit in human nature to compare 
the best in the hope of a clear winner. If it 
was down to awards then Messi can be con¬ 
sidered the best ever. 

But his reign as the best current footballer 
may be under threat, even if only for a sea¬ 
son. 


thanks to yet another hamstring injury, it is 
Ronaldo’s time to step out of the far-reach¬ 
ing shadow cast by such a small frame. 

He maintains that the award doesn’t mat¬ 
ter to him, but that is a defence mechanism 
for the inevitable disappointment. 

To be voted by your peers as the best foot¬ 
baller in the world is the highest honour 
any footballer can achieve and it would be 
just reward for the professionalism he has 
shown throughout his career. 

While Messi, right, possesses freakish 
abilities with the ball at his feet, Ronaldo is 
a physical specimen - one that has been 
crafted through hours in the gym and on the 
training field. 

Having joined Manchester 
United as a precocious 
teenager from Sporting 
Lisbon, he rose to become 
the best player in the 
world under the tutelage 
of Sir Alex Ferguson, 
claiming the crown fol¬ 
lowing a stupendous 
08/09 season. 

A prodigious tal¬

of brilliance were interspersed with petu¬ 
lance and endless showboating. 

It is a reputation he has failed to shrug off 
even as he approaches 30. As evidenced by 
Blatter’s ill-advised comments, the head 
honchos at FIFA still believe him to be a 
selfish and egotistical player. 

Those elements of his personality will 
always remain, but while Blatter and his 
cohorts make jokes, Ronaldo continues to 
go from strength-to-strength. At present he 
is the complete player. He has it 
all; pace, power, trickery, 
heading and an unri¬ 
valled ability over the 
dead-ball. 

And what’s more is 
his unbelievable con¬ 
sistency. 

He has notched up 62 
goals since the start of 
the year, taking his tally 
to a staggering 225 goals 
in 216 games for Madrid. 
No matter your opinion of 
the man, those sta¬ 
tistics speak for 
themselves.

ADAM Lallana scored, arguably, one of the best ever 
goals by a Saints player at St Mary’s as he ghosted 
through the Hull City defence to net the third goal in 
the 4-1 win last weekend. 

Since the stadium was built in 2002 the Saints faithful have 
seen a cluster of spectacular goals, with Lallana’s brilliant 
effort certainly making the grade, writes PETER 
HOWARD. 

But what other outstanding goals have been plundered at 
St Mary’s? Here, the Sports Pink has charted some of those 
excellent efforts. 

We’ll start with the most recent. In Diego Maradona style, 
Lallana’s effort saw him outwit Tom Huddlestone, drift past 
Curtis Davis, out muscle Ahmed Elmohamady and calmly 
slot home to put Saints 3-0 up against the Tigers. 

That goal will have certainly impressed England boss Roy 
Hodgson, who would have felt his decision to recently call-up 
the midfielder was fully justified as he looked in supreme 
form, topping it off with one of the most fantastic goals seen 
at St Mary’s. 

Last season there were three results that stood out as vital 
and unexpected. First, was the 3-1 win over Manchester City, 
in which Jason Puncheon, Steven Davis and Gareth Barry’s 
own goal sealed the surprise victory.

Lambert’s match-winning free- 
kick, which fizzed and whipped 
wickedly through the air, was the 
highlight of a powerful, dominant 
performance, which all but sealed 
Saints’ Premier League status. 

The next goal was scored by one of Saints’ 
departed academy wonder-kids Gareth Bale, who is now the 
most expensive player in football history after signing for 
Real Madrid for a cool £100 million from Tottenham in the 
summer. 

His free kick in the 2-0 win over Coventry in 2006/07 
marked a good start to the season as Saints eventually 
reached the Championship play-offs. 

The 17-year-old left back was 30 yards out as he v 
curled the ball beautifully over the wall and 
beyond the ‘keeper, who was left grasping at 
thin air. 

Another moment of brilliance from a free 
kick came when James Beattie, pictured 
above, fired home, in the 3-2 win against p & 
Arsenal in 2002/03. Interestingly, that was also ~ 
the match that Ecuadorian flop Agustin Delgado * 
scored his only goal for the club. 

On the stroke of half time Beattie rifled a blister- 



— 
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ing free kick from 25 yards out to equalise for Saints and 
ignite the team into a thrilling victory over an Arsenal team 
who had won the double the previous season. 

Breathtaking, world class, outrageous and genius are not 
words to describe Rory Delap’s spell at Saints. But in one 
moment of pure brilliance the man, who held the record as 
the club’s most expensive player for around a decade after 
his £4 million move from Derby in 2001, belted home an acro¬ 
batic over-head-kick in the 1-0 win over Tottenham for his 
only goal of the season. 

The next two goals were plundered against fierce rivals 
Portsmouth. Marian Pahars curled a wonderful effort home 
in the 3-0 win over the newly promoted Fratton Park side in 
2003/04. 

The other was scored by Matt Oakley as he played a neat 
one-two and blasted a scorching shot past the helpless keep¬ 
er from the edge of the area in 2004/05 season, the campaign 
Saints were relegated in. Peter Crouch then netted a last 
minute penalty to win the match 2-1 after 
Yakubu had equalised. 

In the same season, Henri Camara 
lashed home a vital last minute goal to 
| \ secure a 4-3 win over fellow strugglers 
^ Norwich to give the St Mary’s team 

hope of survival heading into the 
jjk I final weeks of the campaign. 

‘|i- He was passed the ball on the

That excitement didn’t last long as the club dropped 
to the second tier soon after, following a draw to 
Crystal Palace and a heartbreaking 2-1 defeat to Manchester 
United. 

In first season at the new stadium the little Latvian maestro 
Marian Pahars scored a very memorable goal in a 2-0 win 
over Sunderland, which lifted the club away from the drop- 
zone. 

Anders Svensson delivered an eye-catching 50 yard pass to 
Pahars, who applied a ferocious shot with the outside of his 
right foot past Thomas Sorenson, nailing it into the net at the 
§ near-post as it cannoned off the

ARTHUR TURNER 

The Hartley Wintney man 
became the first Hampshire 
born player to appear for 
England, in 1900, at the end of 
his first season of Southern 
League football for Saints. 

ARTHUR CHADWICK 

The man who went on to 
become Saints manager won 
his two caps in 1900 against 
Scotland and Wales. 

Chadwick died in March 1936 
while watching a Football 
League game at Exeter City. He 
was 61. 


CB FRY 

One of the greatest sporting 
all-rounders of all time, Fry 
represented England at both 
cricket and football, as well as 
playing in an FA Cup Final for 
Saints and equalling the then- 
world record for the long jump. 

His only England football cap 
came in 1901 when Ireland 
played at The Dell. 

Saints teammate Jack 
Robinson - who had previously 
played for England while with 
another club - was in goal. 

GEORGE MOLYNEUX 

His first appearance for 
England was subsequently 
scrubbed from the record 
books. 

Playing against Scotland at 
Rangers’ Ibrox in April 1902, 
the game was abandoned after 
part of a new stand collapsed, 
killing 25 fans. 

Molyneux played in the 2-2 
draw at Villa Park when the 
game was ‘replayed’ the follow¬ 


ing month. 

BERT LEE 

Made his only England 
appearance in a 2-2 draw 
against Wales in Wrexham 
in 1904. 


Also made his debut for 
England in the same game 
as Titmuss. 

As a result, it was the first 
time that two players from 
the third tier had ever 
appeared in the same 
England side. 

The Andover-born striker 
scored 175 goals for Saints 
prior to joining Manchester 
United in 1928. 

He scored the winner on 
his United debut against 
Everton at Old Trafford and 
a few games later hit a hat- 
trick against Burnley. 


Rawlings died in 
Chandler’s Ford in 1972, 
aged 76. 

TOM PARKER 

Born in Southampton in 
1897, Parker played and 
managed Saints and was 
still living in the city when 
he passed away in 1987 aged 
89. 

Made his solitary England 
appearance against France 
in May 1925. 


FRED TITMUSS 

Made his deWales when 
Saints were in the old Third 
Division South in March 
1922, the season Saints won 
the title. Won just two 
England caps. 


ALF RAMSEY 

The man who later man- 
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terry

MARK WRIGHT 

The centre half, signed by 
Lawrie McMenemy from 
third tier Oxford United in 
1982, made his England 
debut two years later in a 1- 
0 Home International defeat 
against Wales in Wrexham. 

Two other Saints were in 
the team that evening - 
Steve Williams and David 
Armstrong. 

Wright, sold to Derby in 
1987, won 45 senior England 
caps, scoring one goal - in a 
1-0 World Cup finals win 
against Egypt in Italia 90. 

DANNY WALLACE 

Selected for the England 
team for the friendly 
against Egypt in Cairo in 
February 1986, the Saints 
winger scored in a 4-0 victo¬ 
ry and never played again. 

Wallace was one of three 
Saints in the line-up that 
day - Peter Shilton and 
Steve Williams the others. 


aged England to the World 
Cup was a Saints player 
when he made his playing 
debut for the England 
senior team in December 
1948 against Switzerland at 
Highbury. He went on to 
win 30 more caps. 

BILL ELLERINGT0N 

The right back made his 
England debut in May 1949, 
three years after making 
his Saints debut. 
Ellerington won only one 
more cap, in the same 
month. 


TERRY PAINE 

The Dell legend made his 
debut in 1963 and later that 
year scored a hat-trick 
against Northern Ireland. 

Made the last of his 19 
appearances - which 
included seven goals - in 
the 1966 World Cup tourna¬ 
ment against Mexico at 
Wembley. 

MICK CHANNON 

Made the first of his 46 
England appearances 
against Yugoslavia at 
Wembley in 1972, alongside 


future Saints Peter Shilton, 
Alan Ball and Mick Mills. 

Went on to score 21 goals, 
the last of which was a 
penalty in the infamous 2-1 
home loss to Scotland in 
1977 where the visiting fans 
invaded the Wembley pitch 
and broke the crossbar. 

Channon remains the sec¬ 
ond highest-capped 

England international of 
all time - behind Emlyn 
Hughes - never to have 
played in a World Cup or 
European Championship 
finals campaign. 


STEVE WILLIAMS 

The Dell midfielder won 
six England caps, the first 
coming in a June 1983 
friendly against Australia. 

ALAN SHEARER 

Shearer scored on his 
England debut in a 2-0 win 
for Graham Taylor’s side 
against France at Wembley 
in February 1992.

WEIRW0LF: MY STORY 
By David Weir

YOU think you know David Weir but, of course, 
you don’t. 

But you will be rewarded with an insight into 
what makes this remarkable athlete tick after 
reading his compelling life story. 

Who was not buoyed by the iconic snapshot 
of him, Union Jack triumphantly held aloft, son 
Mason planted on his knee, in front of 
Buckingham Palace one golden September day. 

You think you know him because of his 
superhuman efforts at London 2012 when he 
won the 800m, 1,500m, 5,000m and the 
marathon. 

To put that into some kind of perspective, you 
would need to be a mixture of Usain Bolt and 
Mo Farah to pull off a similar feat over the 
course of a fortnight wearing Puma or Nike run¬ 
ning shoes. 

What doesn’t kill you makes you stronger, 
and Weir relates a poignant episode which 
toughened him up and “made me even more 
determined to prove that I wasn't going to be 
held back". Adolescence can be vicious and 
pity the man without instant recall of the first 
girl to make him cry. 

Weir’s tears flowed at 15 when the cowardly 
gang around his new girlfriend phoned him to 
threaten: “If you keep hanging around we’re 
going to take you out into the desert and leave 
you there without your crutches or your chair.” 
He questioned the viciousness and admits: “I 
cried a lot after that.” 

Today, the zestful 
Weir would no doubt 
laugh at the absurdity 
of the notion and 
reflect how it would 
have to be one hell of 
a trip from Croydon to 
the desert. 

If you like your 
heroes squeaky clean, 
look away now. 

There were drugs - 
lots of them. And not 
of the performance-enhancing variety. 

Weir was heavily involved in the rave scene 
when he endured “three years of hammering 
my brain out” until he met a woman, Kaylie, 
who helped pull him to his senses after he had 
witnessed one clubber experiencing a paranoid 
panic attack, then seeing a friend suffering a fit 
of the shakes after reacting badly to popping a 
pill or two. 

Kaylie and Weir had a daughter, Ronie, before 
they split. Now he lives with his fiance Emily 
and their youngsters Mason and Tillia Grace. 

The tattooed, 35-year-old Londoner has plen¬ 
ty of ‘complicated’ moments he could easily 
have chosen to airbrush or simply brush under 
the carpet, but that would have made Weirwolf 
a much tamer effort. 

Because he has met so many challenges 
head on, Sebastian Coe happily endorses this 
“truly inspirational story” of a People’s 
Champion. 

David Weir is ‘different’ to Bolt and Farah 
because he was born bent double by Caesarean 
section with legs that have always been quite 
useless. 

He also happens to be the best wheelchair 
racer in the world. 

But, of course, you knew that.

1993 - several months before he 
was sold to Blackburn for £2.4m. 

MATT LE TISSIER 

Many Saints fans still consider it 
a near criminal offence that Le Tiss 
only won eight senior England 
caps, the first of which came in 
March 1994 in a 1-0 win against 
Denmark at Wembley. 

Remarkably, Le Tissier was 
never once selected for the 
England U21 side either. /1 

WAYNE BRIDGE 

The Saints left back was 21 
when he made his England debut 
in a 1-1 draw against the 
Netherlands in Amsterdam in 
February 2002. 

Went on to win 36 caps, his last 
coming in November 2009. 

JAMES BEATTIE 

Made his England debut in 
February 2003 on the same night 
as Wayne Rooney in a 3-1 home 
defeat to Australia at Upton Park. 
Beattie eventually won five 
England caps. 

PETER CROUCH 

Was still a Saints player when 
Sven Goran-Eriksson handed him 
his first cap in a May 2005 friendly 
against Columbia in America. 

He left to join Liverpool a few 
weeks later. 

Only a year older than Rickie 
Lambert is now, the Stoke strik¬ 
er has scored an impressive 22 
goals in 42 appearances for his 
country. 

Crouch’s last cap came against 
Spain in 2010 and it now appears 
his England career is over. 

This past week has seen four 
other Saints win England interna¬ 
tional recognition. 

Luke Shaw and James Ward- 
Prowse helped the under-21s beat 
Finland 3-0 at Milton Keynes on 
Thursday night. 

A few hours earlier, Calum 
Chambers had skippered the 
under-19s to a 4-1 victory in 
Hungary.

Lampard: A 
good future 
lies ahead 
for England 

FRANK Lampard believes England 
can take plenty of positives from 
their 2-0 home defeat by Chile as 
Roy Hodgson makes his final 
plans for the 2014 World Cup in 
Brazil. 

A much-changed Three Lions 
starting XI - which saw 
Southampton duo Adam Lallana 
and Jay Rodriguez both handed 
their full senior debuts - were out¬ 
played for long spells by the slick 
South Americans, who secured 
victory through two well-taken 
goals from Barcelona forward 
Alexis Sanchez, the second com¬ 
ing deep into stoppage time. 

Celtic’s Fraser Forster was in 
goal as Chelsea midfielder 
Lampard, captain for the match, 
received a commemorative 100th 
cap. 

However, apart from an early 
header by Manchester United’s 
Phil Jones, England rarely tested 
flamboyant Real Sociedad keeper 
Claudio Bravo. 

It was a first defeat for 
Hodgson’s England in 2013, but 
one from which veteran cam¬ 
paigner Lampard, pictured below, 
feels a lot can 
be learned. 

“We have 
qualified for 
Brazil and have 
to take certain 
things on the 
chin, learn from 
the mistakes, 
but also look at 
the fact we cre¬ 
ated a lot of 
chances,” he 
said. 

“We never like 
to lose, but they 
are a top quality 
opposition with 
a different style to what we are 
used to. 

“It was a very useful exercise for 
us.” 

Lampard felt the debutants had 
performed well under the circum¬ 
stances. 

“It was a tough game for them 
to come in and not every interna¬ 
tional game is like that,” he said. 

“You have to tell them that 
because not every team will be 
knocking the ball about like they 
did and with the goalkeeper dis¬ 
tributing it from the back. 

“They (new England players) 
were very bright and sharp. 

“Adam had a couple of chances 
which on another day he would 
have scored a couple on his 
debut.

Arsenal midfielder Jack Wilshere 
also looked for the positives out 
of a largely frustrating night for 
England. 

“We will learn a lot because they 
kept the ball well, took it off the 
keeper and played out from the 
back, they did not panic when we 
pressured them, so we can learn 
from that,” he said.

FORMER Saints player Tommy 
Hare went from electrician to 
playing professional football 
within a year. 

At 17-years-old Hare had scarcely 
ever kicked a ball but by the time he 
was 18 in 1963 he’d joined Saints, 
writes PETER HOWARD. 

Plying his trade as an electrician in 
Motherwell, the steel capital of 
Scotland, he turned out for local 
team Meadow Thistle alongside his 
friends. 

The old-school inside-right was 
spotted by Fauldhouse, a small town 
club sandwiched between Glasgow 
and Edinburgh. 

It was there, 460 miles from 
Southampton, where Hare was 
plucked by Ted Bates’ side and invit¬ 
ed to trial for Saints. 

“They had scouts everywhere, 
even in those days. They watched 
me in a couple of junior matches and 
that was that, they asked if I wanted 
to come down south for a trial - I 
couldn’t have come further, could 
I?” Hare said. 

“I started playing for an amateur 
team called Meadow Thistle that 
was quite near Motherwell. I then 
went to Fauldhouse and before I 
knew it I got spotted and ended up in 
Southampton. 

“I didn’t play football at all really, 
well, I played a bit at school but I 
didn’t really play that much - I was 
working instead, so didn’t have time 
for it. 

“I don’t know what my parents 
thought of what I was doing -1 think 
they were pleased and proud of me 
that I managed to make it as a foot¬ 
baller. 

“I never even gave football a 
thought before. 

“I had been an electrician since I 
left school in 1959, then I started 
playing and before I knew it I was in 
Southampton playing professional 
football. 

“It was quite a jump up - very 
strange. Nowadays they have 
youngsters in from as young as 
eight, so I was quite a lot older than 
that - probably a bit of a late 
bloomer. 

“I just took it all in my stride; it 
was a lot different from Meadow 
Thistle, who didn’t have floodlights, 
and Fauldhouse who were a mining 
town. 

“I was an electrician. I had no 
inkling at all that I would even 
become a footballer. 

“I just used to play Sunday morn¬ 
ings - nothing was organised, it was 
just a kick around really, just a 
bunch of lads having fun. 

“At 17/18 I started to go with my 
friends to play a bit of amateur foot¬ 
ball at Meadow Thistle and it pro¬ 
gressed from there. 

“Fauldhouse came in and I don’t 
think I was there a year before I was 
having a trial at Saints and signing 
on.” 

Still wet behind the ears and head¬ 
ing into the unknown, Hare had to 
wait until the winter had cleared 
before travelling to Southampton by 
train in spring 1963. 


That sounds ridiculous but the 
winter of 1963 was one of the cold¬ 
est on record with some parts of the 
sea freezing over and a six metre 
layer of snow at times settling on 
Britain in a three-month cold snap. 

“I hadn’t left Scotland before. I 
had gone on a holiday to Blackpool 
but that was it. The next step was a 
big jump and I felt the nerves,” 
Hare said. 

“The place was icebound, though, 
I had to wait until after the winter 


break, and I finally came down in 
April 1963. 

“I travelled down by train to 
Euston and then to Waterloo and 
down to Southampton, to the termi¬ 
nal station. 

“It was dark and, well, it was 
strange. When you hadn’t gone far 
from your home before, it was a 
really strange thing. 

“I stayed initially on Milton Road 
right next to The Dell, I lived with 
another Scottish lad, Tommy 


Dowling, he didn’t stay long and 
went back home.” 

Hare, now 69, felt that it was his 
lucky break, allowing him to 
escape the grips of heavy industry 
in Scotland. 

“I was born in Motherwell, a steel 
town. It was full of industry, pits 
and mines - very different from 
Southampton. 

“It was a chance to get away from 
the dirt and the grime - I didn’t 
have to work for a living anymore,

Beasley and Tommy Traynor. And, above, the 1963/64 Saints team shot. 


I felt that I escaped the clutches of 
industry. 

“There’s a big difference between 
working and playing football. 
Football is a job but it’s one you 
enjoy, it’s not like working on a 
building site in the mud and snow. 

“We were getting up at nine in the 
morning and going training, we had 
a great life, and I didn’t mind train¬ 
ing one bit, knowing that I had 
escaped Motherwell.” 

Hare, who now lives with his wife 


Wendy in Park Gate, made 14 
appearances in the red and white 
during Saints’ 1965/66 promotion 
season to the old First Division. 

He made his debut against 
Huddersfield in November 1965 and 
made his final appearance in a 
match against Birmingham City in 
March 1966. 

Just as Hare was settling into the 
Saints line-up, Bates brought in 
David Webb as a replacement - he 
made his debut a week after the 


Birmingham match against 
Wolves, in which he scored the 
equaliser in the 1-1 draw. 

That effectively ended Hare’s time 
at Saints and he was released at the 
end of the season without a club to 
go to. 

Hare thoroughly enjoyed his spell 
at The Dell, despite getting pushed 
out. 

“It was a great time, there were 
some nice lads like Denis 
Hollywood, Norman Dean, Martin 


Chivers, they all made you feel 
welcome,” he said. 

“I was quite competitive and 
there was loads of banter, of course 
there always was between the 
English and the Scottish. 

“Ted Bates was a good manager - 
it was different to training at 
Fauldhouse at night, we were 
training everyday at a professional 
football club, it was a lot different. 
The people I met were really nice 
and still are.” 

At that time there were six play¬ 
ers from Scotland in the Saints 
team - Hare, Campbell Forsyth, 
Denis Hollywood, George O’Brien, 
Tommy Spencer and Ian White. 

Hare is very happy that his 
career took him so far away from 
home. 

“It was a really proud thing play¬ 
ing for Saints. It was nice to play 
professional football - that’s your 
aim, to play as high as you can, and 
I was chuffed that I made it so far,” 
he said. 

“I played for the A team and the 
reserves and I played a few first 
team games, which were really 
good but my chances were limited. 

“The Dell was a great ground 
with good support and atmos¬ 
phere. 

“They were good games, the 
crowd felt so close to the pitch, the 
fans were right by your feet, it was 
a very odd feeling. 

“The playing surface wasn’t great 
at The Dell. Well, it was terrible.

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PENALTY REPLAY’S 
NOT A NO-BRAINER 


GREG Dyke may well have opened 
Pandora’s Box. 

The far-from-reticent new Football 
Association chairman lost little time 
after donning the blazer in stating that 
video replays to determine penalty inci¬ 
dents were “a no-brainer”, writes MAR¬ 
TIN ZEIGLER. 

It is perhaps no coincidence, therefore, 
that it has just been revealed that West 
Brom’s chairman Jeremy Peace is 
demanding Dyke’s vision is implemented 
straight away, and that every penalty 
decision should be adjudicated on via 
replays rather than referees. 

But such demands should send a chill 
through the veins of everybody who 
cherishes football for the purity and sim¬ 
plicity that sets it apart from most other 
sports. 

Peace believes the Baggies have been 
on the wrong end of too many penalty 
decisions this season, both in terms of 
referees awarding them against the club 
and failing to do so in their favour. 

Still smarting over the decision by 
Andre Marriner to award Chelsea a 94th- 
minute spot-kick, from which an equalis¬ 
er was scored, Peace has written to the 
Premier League highlighting four 
matches - the others were against 
Arsenal, Southampton and Stoke - in 
which he claims West Brom were on the 
receiving end of wrong decisions. 

In the ideal world inhabited by Peace 
and Dyke, every time a player goes down 
in the box, the game should be halted - 
even if the ball is cleared down the other 
end and the opposing team score - while 
a team of ‘experts’ in the stands dissect 
the incident via replays and then, after a 
couple of minutes, during which time 
the players and spectators have been 
hanging around, announce their deci¬ 
sion. 

All well and good, except that if you 
show footage of one penalty claim to one 
man, he may well give a completely dif¬ 
ferent answer to the person sitting next 
to him: just look what happens regularly 
on the Match of the Day sofa. 


“A pen all day long for me, Gary,” says 
the ex-striker. 

“He made a meal of it, not a penalty in 
a million years,” says the ex-defender 
after viewing the same incident from 
numerous angles. 

Take that Chelsea incident, where 
Steven Reid was penalised for a chal¬ 
lenge on Ramires. 

There is no doubt that contact was 
made and that Ramires was in control of 
the ball when he collided with Reid. 
Therefore, the decision on the penalty 
comes down to a matter of opinion. 
Marriner’s opinion was that it was a 
penalty; West Brom’s, quite clearly, was 
the opposite. 

It is perfectly possible a video replay 
panel would decide not to award a penal¬ 
ty. And perfectly possible to award it as 
well. 

Take the Arsenal match that Peace also 
refers to in his letter, where he 
complains that a challenge on 
Shane Long was not 
penalised - conveniently 
ignoring the fact that many 
there thought West Brom 
were lucky not to have con¬ 
ceded a penalty or even two 
for challenges on Jack 
Wilshere. Again, it was all 
about opinions. 

There is a tendency for those 
who champion video replays in 
football to label their 
opponents as 
Luddites, stub¬ 
bornly refusing 
to adapt to a 


modem game where the pace is so fast 
that officials cannot keep up. 

Piffle. Right-thinking people are happy 
to welcome technology if it deals with 
statements of fact: did the ball cross the 
line, yes or no. What technology cannot do 
is make a definitive judgement on matters 
of opinion, and it risks removing some of 
the unique and distinct charms of football 
that set it apart. 

Fortunately, it is not the Premier 
League chairman nor Dyke, pictured 
below, who have the power to make the 
decision: it would have to go to the 
International FA Board, and FIFA hold 
half of the eight votes on that notoriously- 
conservative law-making body. 

It is worth reviewing Dyke’s comments 
in full: “I believe that when we look back 
in 25 years time we’ll say that (goal-line 
technology) was only the beginning. And I 
think it’s inevitable there’ll be more use of 
technology to help referees. Personally I 
think penalty kicks is inevitable, a 
no-brainer at some stage.” 

Dyke’s first few months as FA 
chairman have been, it is fair to 
say, something of a curate’s egg. 
Parts of it have been excellent but 
I would suggest he leaves his love 
of video replays on the side of his 
plate. 

Keep football fast, flowing, glo¬ 
riously unpredictable 
and fundamen¬ 
tally con¬ 
tentious. 
That is the 
real no- 
brainer.

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ONCE upon a time, it was an important 
competition. 

The top clubs in the country always fielded 
their best sides, and quite often won the sil¬ 
verware. 

The final at Wembley was a showpiece event 
(though it was never televised live throughout 
the 1970s, unlike the FA Cup final). 

But that was how the League Cup used to be. 

Now the story is slightly different. 

For the last few years, we have got used to 
seeing Premier League managers regularly 
changing almost their entire starting XI for 
League Cup matches. 

Mauricio Pochettino was, therefore, only 
doing what countless others have done before 
him in making 11 changes for the third round 
tie with Bristol City in September and 10 
changes for the recent loss at Sunderland. 

No Saints fan really batted an eyelid, did 
they? 

The loyal 300 or so fans that made the long 
trip to the north east did so safe in the knowl¬ 
edge they wouldn’t be watching Saints’ first 
team in action. 

After all, it’s only the League Cup, isn’t it? 

It’s not just the Premier League managers 
who treat the tournament less seriously than 
some of their predecessors once did. 

The nadir was plumbed two years ago when 
Preston North End boss Phil Brown made a 
raft of changes for his side’s League Cup tie at 
St Mary’s. 

At the time North End were, and remain, a 
third division club. 

When you have a third tier team making 
squad rotational changes for a cup tie against 
higher division opponents, then something is 
wrong. 

Pochettino, for his part, did nothing wrong 
when selecting his teams for the Capital One 
Cup this term. 

If Saints are paying the likes of Gaston 
Ramirez, Maya Yoshida, Jos Hooiveld, Jack 
Cork and Tadanari Lee a decent wage - and 
we have to presume they certainly are - then 
at some point they need to play games. 

SURPLUS TO REQUIREMENTS 

If they are deemed surplus to requirements 
in terms of Pochettino’s starting XI in the 
Premier League, then what else is there? 

The reserve league was abandoned a few 
years ago, so that rules out a once obvious 
source of games. 

The Premier League’s under-21 League 
offers occasional games, but the clue is in the 
title. 

It’s mainly a development league for young¬ 
sters, though three over-age players are 
allowed in each team. 

After that, if you’re not going to loan some 
players out to give them regular match action, 
comes the League Cup. 

Pochettino was right to play a mixture of 
fringe players and up and coming youngsters 
at Sunderland recently. 

He could certainly have expected the players 
to sent out at the Stadium of Light to perform 
better. 

On that performance, not too many could 
complain about not being Premier League reg¬ 
ulars this term. 

Perhaps the Sunderland result did 
Pochettino, pictured right, a favour, in that it 
showed him that Saints haven’t got the 
strongest squad when it comes to real 
strength in depth. 

Anyway, that’s digressing slightly from the 
main issue here. 

Namely, what do we do with the League 
Cup? 

After all, even with a carrot of European 
club football, it’s not capturing the imagina¬

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tion. Of chairmen, managers, fans and - if 
Saints’ performance at Sunderland was any 
indication - some players. 

It’s obviously not going to go away, even if 
some would like to consign it to the dustbin of 
footballing history. 

So here’s some suggestions. 

First, let’s make it a ‘reserve team’ com¬ 
petition for all Premier League clubs. 

Change the rules to say that a top 
flight team must make 11 changes 
to the side that started the previ¬ 
ous league game. 

That’s right, change the entire 
team. 

Some regular first teamers can be 
on the bench, but the starting line¬ 
up has to be totally different. 

In all the rounds, including the 
semi final and final. 

Let’s go a little further, and say 
four players must be teenagers 
with less than 10 Premier 
League appearances to 
their name. 

Ten appearances 

each, not collectively. 

In Saints’ case, 
that would have 
been Harrison 
Reed, Lloyd 

Isgrove, Omar 


Rowe and Jake Sinclair, who all made their 
competitive debuts for the club in the compe¬ 
tition this season. 

Premier League clubs have such big squads 
these days - even the newly promoted ones - 
that those rules shouldn’t present any prob¬ 
lems. 

Off the pitch, we need to make the 
tournament more accessible to 
more fans. 

Especially youngsters. 

We are constantly told 
how today’s Premier League 
tickets are priced too high for 
families. 

In that case, we need to 
make the League Cup a family 
friendly competition.

September. A two-thirds empty stadium, 
therefore, played host to a professional game 
at a Premier League ground. 

And no wonder, with adult tickets ‘cut’ to 
£18. Madness. 

Granted, the opposition were not attractive - 
two divisions below Saints - and it was obvi¬ 
ous the club’s stellar names would get the 
night off. 

In cases like that, clubs need to be cuter. 

How about this: An across the board charge 
of £5 for adults to attend all League Cup ties 
played at Premier League grounds, and a quid 
for all under-18s (or students in full time edu¬ 
cation) and pensioners? 

With the greatest will in the world, and even 
with a feelgood factor whirling around the 
club, Saints were never going to attract any¬ 
thing resembling a large crowd for the Bristol 
City match by charging adults eighteen quid 
to see a struggling third division club. 

Adopting the above mentioned changes 
would help revive interest in the League Cup, 
and they should be easy to implement. 

They would allow our top clubs to give their 
most promising youngsters invaluable match 
time in proper grounds against professional 
players. 

They would play in competitive games 
watched by crowds who have paid a mere pit¬ 
tance - by Premier League standards - to be 
there. Surely everyone wins that way? 
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Defoe: I

JERMAIN Defoe admits his 
chances of making England’s 
World Cup squad will diminish if he 
keeps being overlooked by 
Tottenham manager Andre Villas- 
Boas. 

Defoe came off the bench on 
Friday to earn his 55th cap, 
although the night proved to be an 
unhappy one as England lost 2-0 
to Chile. 

Defoe has been getting used to 
life among the substitutes recently. 
This time last year he was a regular 
for club and country, but he has 
started just once for Spurs in the 
Barclays Premier League this sea¬ 
son and had been an unused sub¬ 
stitute in the previous six England 
games before the Chile encounter. 

The 31-year-old is averaging 16.7 
minutes per league game this sea¬ 
son and he knows that must 
change if he is to make Roy 
Hodgson’s 23-man squad for 
Brazil. 

“Getting into a 
World Cup squad 
is based on merit 
and you have to 
play for your 
club,” said the 
Tottenham strik¬ 
er, pictured right, 
whose only 
league start came 
against West 
Ham last month. 

“As a forward, if 
you are not get¬ 
ting the opportu¬ 
nities to play it 
will be difficult. 

“Frank Lampard got it right when 
he said the other day that everyone 
is fighting (for places). 

“It’s important that everyone goes 
back to their clubs and plays 
games to try to impress the man¬ 
ager. 

“It’s a long way to go before the 
World Cup. There is a lot of football 
to be played and we will see what 
happens. You never know, I might 
play every game from now on.” 

Defoe has kept his place in the 
England squad thanks to his 
superb form in the cup competi¬ 
tions, scoring nine times, but Villas- 
Boas’ refusal to drop Roberto 
Soldado means he may have to 
wait a while for another opportunity 
in the league. 

The former West Ham man, who 
has 19 England goals, did his best 
to impress Roy Hodgson on Friday, 
combining relatively well with 
Wayne Rooney during his 24 min¬ 
utes on the pitch. 

The striker knows losing their 10- 
match unbeaten run is not good 
news for England heading into a 
World Cup, but he thinks Hodgson 
did the right thing by rotating his 
line-up. 

“It’s not good losing, especially at 
home,” Defoe added. “You want 
that winning mentality going into a 
World Cup but there were spells 
where we did well and created 
some good chances.”

THEY were united by a common bond - 
selected as some of the most promising 
youngsters in England. 

But life has certainly been kinder to some than 
others since a heady April day on the south coast 
seven and a half years ago. 

Saints’ Adam Lallana made his under-18 debut 
for his country against Slovakia at 
Bournemouth’s Dean Court on Easter Monday, 
2006. 

It was a memorable return to the town where he 
grew up, scoring the winning goal in England’s 2- 
1 victory. 

Since that day, Lallana has gone on to star for 
Saints in successive promotions and is now skip¬ 
pering the club in a remarkable Premier League 
campaign. 

But what happened to the rest of his England 
colleagues? 

Somewhat surprisingly, he is the only one from 
that team of 2006 currently playing in the Premier 
League. 

Here, the Sports Pink looks at the likely lads who 
shared Lallana’s England joy - and discovers that 
the St Mary’s star is the exception to the rule. 

Luke Daniels: The goalkeeper signed for West 
Brom in 2004 after being released from 
Manchester United’s academy aged 14. 

Remarkably, after nine years at The Hawthorns, 
he made his first league appearance for the club in 
August of this year as a sub against Everton. 

He has been loaned out seven times, including 
season long spells at Tranmere and Shrewsbury. 

Elliott Omozusi: The rightback only made eight 
appearances for Fulham until he was released in 
2010. 

Joined Leyton Orient but had his contract can¬ 
celled after being sentenced to two and a half 
years in prison in November 2011 for intimidating 
a witness in a murder trial. 

Despite that, Orient gave him a second chance 
earlier this year when he was released from 
prison, and he has been a regular in the London 
club’s superb start to the Leagu 1 campaign. 

Anthony Straker: The defender left Crystal Palace, 
where he never played a senior game, to join 
Aldershot in the summer of 2007. 

Made about 200 league appearances for the north 
Hampshire club, helping them to promotion from 
the Conference in 2008, before moving to Southend 
United in the summer of 2012. 

Made his international debut for Grenada in 
2011. 

Fabrice Muamba: The midfielder made global 
headlines in March 2012 when he suffered a car¬ 
diac arrest during a televised FA Cup match 
between Bolton and Tottenham Hotspur. 

He eventually recovered, despite his heart hav¬ 
ing stopped for more than an hour, but following 
medical advice he announced his retirement from 
professional football the following August. 

At the time of playing alongside Lallana for 
England U18s, Muamba was at Arsenal. He never 
played a league game for the club, though, and 
after two spells at Birmingham - the first on loan 
- he joined Bolton in 2008. 

Michael Mancienne: The centre half made only 
four league appearances for Chelsea in five years 
before joining German Bundesliga club Hamburg 
in 2011. 

During his time at Stamford Bridge he was sent 
out on loan five times - twice to QPR and three 
times to Wolves. 

In November 2008, when he was playing for

called up by Fabio Capello for England

Rossi Jarvis: Currently playing for C 
Premier leaders Cambridge United, wh 
been since 2011. 

Jarvis left Norwich in 2008 after just a 
league appearances, joining Luton Tow:

Though he was unable to hep them 
drop, he was a regular in the Luton £ 
defeated Nigel Adkins’ Scunthorpe to li 
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Hogan Ephraim: Never made a league appearance 
for West Ham prior to joining QPR in 2008. 

Has made about 100 league outings for the 
Hoops, scoring four goals. 

During that time he has been loaned out to 
Leeds, Charlton, Bristol City and Canadian club 
Toronto.Last week he was loaned out again, this 
time to Peterborough. 


Jennison Williams: The winger is currently a regu¬ 
lar at Port Vale. 

Starting his career at Bristol City, he was regu¬ 
larly loaned out to the likes of Cheltenham, 
Tranmere, Carlisle and Hereford. 

He moved to Dundee United in 2009 before a sea¬ 
son with St Johnstone. 

On returning to England, he played for Vale on 
loan in 2011/12 before joining the Valiants perma¬ 
nently.

After two years at Sincil Bank, Watts moved onto 
Conference South club Eastbourne Borough in 
October last year and was manager Tommy 
Widdrington’s player of the year at the end of the 
season. 


Rob Sissons: Released by Bolton in 2009 without 
playing a single first team game, Sissons read Law 
at the University of Manchester, skippering the 
men’s first team. 

He signed for non league club Droylsden in 2012, 
but his curent whereabouts are unknown. 


Myles Weston: The attacking midfielder was 
another who never made a league appearance for 
the club he was with when England beat Slovakia 
at Dean Court in 2006. 

After leaving Charlton Athletic, he played more 
than 100 league games for Brentford 
before joining Gillingham in 
the summer of 2012. 

Is a regular for the League 1 
club, having helped them win 
promotion last season.

WITH money in short supply at the 
Testwood Stadium this season, AFC Totton 
have plenty of borrowed young Football 
League talent in their ranks. 

But it’s a home-grown lad who continues to 
sparkle for the Stags as they fight for their lives 
near the foot of the Calor Southern Premier 
Division, writes WENDY GEE. 

Last season Luke Roberts was very much the

All four are learning valuable lessons about the 
senior men’s game, but Riley’s one regret is that 
he hasn’t got enough experienced players around 
to show them the ropes. 

“It’s a great learning curve for them,” said the 
Stags boss. “But although we’ve got Ryan Hill and 
Chris Ferrett, the one thing I wish is that we had 
one or two more experienced players because, in 
certain departments, that would help these young 
lads learn so much more game on game. 

“That’s not a criticism, it’s just where we are as 
a club. We’re lacking experience.” 

That was all too evident against Brian 
O’Donnell’s Frome who ran riot with goals from 
Ben Wood (3), former Poole Town loanee Rhys 
Baggridge and ex-Downton youngster Brandon 
Mundy. 

“It wasn’t a 5-0 game, but we didn’t deserve to 
get anything out of it,” said Riley. 

“We lacked quality all night and I said to the 
boys that we’ve got to be better than that if we 
want to compete in this league - me included. 

“Luke was outstanding, James Jennings kept 
the ball really well and was a threat down the left 
and Rob Flooks was solid at the back. 

But collectively we weren’t good 
enough. Our decision-making was 
poor, we lacked quality and we 
looked a bit disjointed. 

“Our passing wasn’t good enough 
and neither was our defending. 

“But credit to Frome, they’re a 
good side and they deserved their 
victory. 

“Their midfielder Matt Smith ran 
the show and we couldn’t cope with 
the lad Ben Wood up front. Sometimes 
you’ve just got to pat the opposition on the 
back and say ‘you were better than us.’ ”

FOOTBALL is littered with clubs 
who were “too good to get rel¬ 
egated” - and then were. 

But Downton boss Jeff Softley gen¬ 
uinely believes there are too many 
quality players in his Wick Lane 
squad for the club to get sucked into 
the Sydenhams Premier Division 
drop zone. 

Having finished sixth and eighth in 
the last two seasons, Downton are 
finding the going far tougher this 
time having lost several key players 
during the summer. 

But all the time class acts like 
Declan McGregor, Josh Thomas, 
Danny Western, Danny Finnigan, 
Jamie Waters, Matt Palmer, Joe 
Dorrington and goalkeeper Charlie 
Aldridge remain in the Robins nest, 
Softley is quietly confident things 
will come right. 

“We’re sixth to bottom and we’ve 
played a lot of games, but I don’t 
believe we’re in a relegation fight at 
the moment,” he said. 

“I’ve got belief in these players to 
get us out of the hole we’re in. 

“If you look around at the other 
teams near the bottom, they’ve got 
one or two half decent players, 
whereas we’ve got about 11 of them. 

“But the biggest problem we’ve got 
is that when we haven’t got a 
full squad available, ou 
strength is quite diminished. 

“We’ve got a lot of young¬ 
sters on the bench from the 
reserves and for them to 
come on and change a game 
is difficult. 

“We’ve got some very good 
players here but when things 
don’t go our way, they really do 
go wrong. 

“We’re not scoring enough and 
we’ve been conceding some horren¬ 
dous goals which is why we’ve got 


the worst defensive record in the 
league.” 

Although Softley admits 
things have been “difficult” at 
Downton this term, he says 
it’s important to remember 
that the past two seasons 
have been exceptional by 
the Wiltshire club’s stan¬ 
dards. 

“Finishing sixth and eighth 
is the highest anyone’s 
achieved at this club in about 100 
years,” he said. 

“It’s always been a struggle here. 
The catchment area makes it diffi¬ 
cult to attract players and people 


tend to want decent money these 
days. 

“Some of our players do get looked 
after and the chairman has been 
very good, but the top players in this 
league cost money. 

“This season’s league is the best 
I’ve been involved with as a manager 
- even better than when Poole Town 
were in it. 

“Poole were a fantastic side but this 
season we’ve not only got Sholing, 
who are exceptional, there’s also 
Winchester, Blackfield, Alresford, 
Follands, Harlequins, Moneyfields 
and Newport IoW - all really good 
clubs. It’s a very strong league.” 


While Downton were desperately 
disappointed to lose 4-2 at Lymington 
Town last Saturday, having led 
twice, they can at least comfort 
themselves with news that skipper 
Josh Thomas is staying at Wick 
Lane. 

The former Salisbury City, Poole 
Town and Gosport Borough centre- 
back was high on Winchester City’s 
wanted list following the arrival of 
Neil Hards at the Denplan City 
Ground. 

But Thomas, who recently rejoined 
the Robins from neighbours 
Bemerton, has turned down another 
move. 

“It’s great for us, fantastic news” 
smiled Softley. “Josh is a friend of 
mine, he likes the club and I was 
really pleased when we got him back 
from Bemerton. 

“Some players play for clubs and 
others play for managers and Josh 
came back to play for me.”

“We’ve also had Will Tickle sus¬ 
pended, Warren Kenna’s been 
working and goalkeeper Scott 
O’Rourke’s been unavailable. It’s a 
case of square pegs in round holes 
at the moment and, with no 
reserves to call on, we’re going to be 
a bit light at times. 

“I’ve been working tirelessly to 
bring people in and I’m still on it 
now. 


“At the same time as trying to 
keep hold of players, I’m trying to 
add new faces. 

“Tom Hill’s come into the club, 
but he’s still not 100 per cent match 
fit, and Jacques Bernard (newly 


signed from Christchurch) did well 
against Alresford. 

“I can’t knock any of the lads’ 
endeavour, but they’ve got to start 
taking their chances.” 

Until recently McManus could 


rely on one of the Wessex Premier’s 
deadliest finishers to polish off 
those chances.

“We’ve also got Braiden Hamilton 
here who’s Rudy’s best friend. They 
were together at Eastleigh and they 
go back even further with youth 
and Tyro football. 

“Braiden wants to play down the 
middle and he will get his chance.”

AT JUST 19 years of age, Ross 
Casey still has a lot to learn 
about goalkeeping. 

But Winchester City boss Neil 
Hards is prepared to give the Hedge 
End-based youngster time to devel¬ 
op his trade on the Sydenhams 
Premier Division stage. 

After a promising start to the sea¬ 
son, Casey was taken out of the fir¬ 
ing line by Hards’ predecessor 
Graham Kemp who brought experi¬ 
enced former Christchurch and 
Bashley stopper Stewart Kearn into 
the fold. 

With Kearn now departed, Hards 
has the option of either sticking 
with Casey or opting for a more 
mature replacement and, at the 
moment, it looks as if youth will get 
its chance. 

Hards, who was himself a goal¬ 
keeper with Plymouth Argyle, 
Gloucester City and Cheltenham 
Town, said: “Ross is a young lad 
who’s very agile and has loads of 
potential and I see no reason to 
change that at the moment. 

“He needs to have a fair run so 
that I can see him play and see how 
strong a character he is. 

“He did all right last Saturday (in 
the 2-0 home defeat by Newport 
IoW) and made some decent saves. 
He strikes a decent ball, sweeps up 
behind the centre-backs and looks 
to have all the attributes needed to 
be a good ’keeper.” 

Casey came through the ranks at 
AFC Totton, joining as an under-16 
and progressing through the under- 
18s and reserves before getting his 
first-team break as a 17-year-old. 

He had a run in the Southern 
Premier Division last term while 
the Stags’ former Nol Gareth 
Barfoot was suspended and spent 
time on loan at Winchester in the 
Southern One South & West. 

Casey returned to the Denplan 
City Ground during the summer 
and established himself as 
Winchester’s main man but, after a 
bright beginning, errors began 
creeping into his game - hence the 
arrival of Kearn. 

Hards, though, says that’s all part 
of the learning curve and he can 
accept a slip or two as long as his 
young ’keeper remains decisive in 
everything he does. 

“Everyone makes mistakes. We 
had one or two individual errors 
that cost us goals against Newport,” 
he said. 

“But I’ve said to Ross that the 
important thing for a goalkeeper 
is to stick with his decision once 
he’s made it and not change his

The former Havant and Waterlooville 
teammates hadn’t seen each other in 
years prior to Masters stepping in as 
Hards’s right-hand man last week.

“I hadn’t seen him for donkey’s years, 
but nothing changes. We all get older 
and put on a few pounds round the 
middle, but Paul looks much the same 
as he did 20 years ago. 

“He’ll be a massive benefit to us with 
his experience. 

“He’s very professional and he enjoys 
it.” 

During Hards’s previous reign as 
Winchester manager, he memorably led 
the side to FA Vase glory against AFC 
Sudbury at Birmingham in 2004. 

Andy Forbes’s goals, Danny Smith’s 
energy and Shaun Dyke’s trickery 
instantly spring to mind looking back at 
one of the greatest ever Wessex 
League sides. 

But Hards’s ‘dream team’ also con¬ 
tained the steel of Mark Blake, Gary 
Green and Ian Mancey, who could all 
play a bit too, and that’s the balance 
the manager wants to strike with his

class of 2013/14. 

With that in mind he has this week 
recruited gritty former AFC 
Bournemouth midfielder James Ford, 

32, from Hamworthy United. 

“As well as being good footballers, 
Blakey, Greener and Mancey wouldn’t 
put up with any rubbish and we’re a bit 
light in that department at the moment,” 
said Hards. 

“The side we’ve got now are all good 
footballers but, at times, they’re just too 
nice. 


“We’ve brought James Ford in 
because he’s a bit of a character and a 
bit of a leader and we need a couple of 
lads like that in the side.” 

The one advantage of Winchester 
being out of all cup competitions is 
that it frees up more time for Hards 
and Masters to remould the side in 
training. 

“We’ll be changing the way we play 
over the next couple of weeks,” said 
Hards. 

“We’ve got time now to have a look at 
what we’ve got and create something 
for the future. 

“We’re not giving up hope this year, 
but Sholing are a street ahead of every¬ 
one else in this league and we’ve got to 
make sure we’re on the right track for 
next season.

“All ’keepers have to make that 
judgement call and, whether it’s 
right or wrong, I’m not going to 
have a pop them as long as they 
stick with it.” 

Given that the life of a goalkeeper 
can comfortably stretch into his 
40s, Casey is a mere baby in foot¬ 
balling terms. 


But so too was Simon Arthur 
when, under Hards’ leadership, he 
provided the backbone of the City 
side that lifted the FA Vase at 
Birmingham in 2004 at the tender 
age of 20.

FORMER Hampshire batsman 
George Bailey says he is confi¬ 
dent his one-day form will 
carry over to the red-hot 
atmosphere of the Ashes stage. 

Bailey’s stunning performances at 
one-day international level in recent 
months have been rewarded with a 
debut in the Ashes series beginning 
next week. 

In Brisbane, he will almost certainly 
come up against another thirtysome¬ 
thing taking part in his first Ashes 
Test - Bailey’s former Ageas Bowl col¬ 
league Michael Carberry. 

The Australia Twenty20 captain, pic¬ 
tured right and below, averages a 
superb 54.96 in one-day internationals. 

In his last nine innings against 
England and India, he has belted an 
astonishing 651 runs at 81.3 

But, as has been well documented, he 
was a major flop in the Sheffield Shield 
last summer while skippering 
Tasmania to the title. 

He returned from India to make 34 
and 41 in the Shield clash with 
Queensland last week - his only first 
class game since signing off his 
Hampshire career with 84 against 
Lancashire in late May. 

But the 31-year-old says there will be 
no difference in his approach when he 
wears the Baggy Green for the first 
time at the Gabba. 

“I don’t really think of it that way,” 
Bailey said. 

“It’s just good form, so just hit the 
ball. 

“It’s the same approach and I feel 
very comfortable with where I’m at at 
the moment.” 

Bailey insists his recent experiences 
in the international arena can only 
help him.

“Hopefully having done that, having 
faced all of the England bowlers over 
the last couple of years ... that will all 
hopefully be positive,” he said. 

Speculation had swirled since his 
Indian tally began to mount that he 
would bat at number six for Australia, 
with Tasmania teammate Alex Doolan 
considered his main rival. 

Bailey never believed the hype. 

“Most of the excitement came from 
the same people who have written me 
off for most of my career, so I wasn’t 
that fussed by any of that,” he said. 

Bailey has been on his country’s 
radar for more than a decade. 

Back in 2001/02 he was part of the 
Australian Academy squad that faced 
New Zealand. 

Among his teammates were 
Cameron White, Mark Cosgrove and 
former Hampshire all-rounder Dan 
Christian. 

Steven Crook, a regular face in the 
English county game with Lancashire, 
Middlesex and Northants, was also in 
the squad. 

Fast forward to the summer of 2006 
and Bailey was included in the 
Australian Centre of Excellence 
squad, alongside the likes of David 
Warner, Aaron Finch and Peter 
Siddle. 

Bailey was first seriously talked 
about as a potential Test batsman in 
the summer of 2010 after scoring 154 
not out for Australia A in an innings 
victory over Sri Lanka A in 
Townsville. 

Earlier in the year he had been 
called into Australia’s ODI squad for 
the first time after skippering

Tasmania to 
2009/10. 

He didn’t play any part in that ODI 
series, but his captaincy for Tasmania 
so impressed the selectors that he was 
named Australia’s Twenty20 captain 
in the 2011-12 season. 

That made him the first player since 
Dave Gregory in the first Test match 
in 1877 to be named captain in his first 
match for Australia in any format. 

With Australia’s selectors crying out 
for batsmen to show more consisten¬ 
cy, Bailey is one of the few to have 
done so this year. 

Bailey celebrated his 31st birthday 
by smashing an impressive 82 off just 
67 balls in Australia’s big win over 
England in the second one-dayer in 
Manchester in September. 

His knock was overshadowed by 
Michael Clarke’s match-winning 
hundred, an apt summary of 
the public perception of the 
pair’s performances over 
the past 12 months. 

Clarke generally grabs 
the headlines - and 
rightly so, given he’s 
clearly Australia’s best 
batsman in both Test 
and one-day cricket - but 
Bailey’s achievements 
with the bat in green and 
gold have consistently 
flown under the radar. 

Not long into Bailey’s ODI 
career, comparisons were 
being made between 
him and Michael 
Hussey. 

It’s 


high praise for Bailey and perhaps a 
tad premature, especially given his 
first-class average currently sits at 38 
compared with the phenomenal 15,313 
runs at an average of 53 that was 
alongside Hussey’s name before his 
Test debut. 

However, there are certainly a few 
unavoidable parallels between the two 
batsmen. 

App renticeship 

Like Bailey, Hussey served a long 
apprenticeship in domestic cricket 
before eventually being handed his 
international debut in his late 20s, and 
took very little time to settle into the 
Australian setup. 

While his Test career 
is what Hussey will 
be most remem¬ 
bered for, the 
man known as 
Mr Cricket 
made an 
equally

left off, 



Hussey was Australia’s Mr Reliable in 
the middle and lower order, possess¬ 
ing the ability to salvage an innings 
when the Aussies were struggling, or 
push the team past 300 when attack 
was the order of the day. 

Bailey is occupying a similar role 
with relish. 

The question is this ... will Bailey 
have the opportunity to mirror 
Hussey’s feats in Test cricket? 

His impressive performances at 
international level this year have been 
in stark contrast to the sub-par show¬ 
ings put forward by ‘generation next’ 
players such as Usman Khawaja, 
Phillip Hughes and David Warner. 

Until recent weeks, there was a 
strong argument Down Under that 
Bailey shouldn’t even get a look-in at 
the Test selection table given his woe¬ 
ful stats from the last Sheffield Shield 
season, when he was 45th in the run- 
scorers tally with a miserable average 
of 18. 

But stats are one thing, tempera¬ 
ment another. 

The Australia selectors have previ¬ 
ously shown a willingness to pick 
players who they believe have what it 
takes to play Test cricket even if their 
stats don’t necessarily warrant it, with 
James Faulkner's debut in the fifth 
Ashes Test a case in point. 

With almost a decade of first-class 
cricket under his belt and a steadily- 
growing international pedigree to 
boot, Bailey is in a strikingly similar 
place to where Hussey was before his 
Test debut. 

Those who know Bailey well believe 
he will be a success at Test level. 

His former Tasmania coach Tim 
Coyle, who has known Bailey 
since he was 14, said: “He dis¬ 
guises a grimace with a 
smile occasionally, don’t be 
confused. 

“He might show it 
slightly differently, but I 


always knew what was bubbling 
underneath. 

“He’s certainly one of those guys 
who is very, very keen to enjoy what 
he’s doing on and off the field when it 
comes to his cricket - it means he does 
smile a lot.” 

As a leader, Bailey is revered by 
state teammates who appreciate his 
honesty and selflessness. 

Former Tasmanian colleague Ricky 
Ponting has described him as “one of 
those guys who brings teams together. 

“His personality rubs off on every¬ 
body. Anyone who has played with 
him will know and understand that.” 

“He’s got a lot of interests which 
mightn’t sound like a rough and tough 
footballer or cricketer,” says his father 
John Bailey. 

Banned 

“He likes his garden. When he comes 
home we talk a bit about cricket but he 
and his mother spend a lot of time 
walking around the garden in their 
house.” 

Bailey, though, isn’t perfect. His 
father once banned him from playing 
in a tennis tournament at the age of 13 
or 14 because he was unhappy with his 
son’s behaviour. 

“I think the racquet might have left 
his hand,” says John Bailey. 

“I’d like to think he learnt from it. I 
can’t remember him ever doing it 
again.” 

When he was described by a TV exec¬ 
utive as someone who would be “flip¬ 
ping burgers” if not for the money 
brought into the game by broadcast 
rights, Bailey told his father: “I think I 
would have moved on from flipping 
burgers, I think I would have been on 
the counter by now.” 

Bailey’s genial disposition has occa¬ 
sionally been misinterpreted but, his 
father says, “underneath there’s a 
very steely resolve.”
